Has His Arm Crushed 


Between Cars. 


Dan Sammetinger Injured in 


the C. & E. Yards. 


The Injured Man Removed to the 


City Hospital Where the In- 


jured Ann 'was Ampu- 


tated Last Night. 


About 4 o'clock las evening a de- 


plorable accident occurred in the C. 
& E. yards, on the south side, in which 
Dan. Samraetinger, a switchman, who 
had been in the service oniy three 
days, bad his arm so badly crushed 
between two freight cars that ampu- 
tation was 
found 
necessary. Sam- 


metinger went between two cars to 
make a hand coupling and as the cars 
came tog-ether, 
his 
left 
arm 
was 


caught between the deadwoods and 
:he elbow was crushed to a jelly, both 
bones and flesh being iiorrohly man 
:led.

Washington, Oct. 26.—In the court 


of inquiry, the chief event of the day 
was Admiral Schley's relation of the 
events of July 3. when the American 
fleet sent Cervera's squadron to the 
bottom of the sea or the beach. He 
told his story of this historical occur- 
rence in plain words and in unaffected 
style, but the narrative was straight- 
forward and to the point, indicating 
close familiarity with all the phases 
of that event. He said the Brooklyn 
had for a time sustained the lire of 
all four of the Spanish ships, and also 
the fire of the Spanish land batteries. 
Explaining the historical turn of the 
Brooklyn, his own flagship, he said 
that she had not approached to with- 
in less than {JOO yards of the Texas, 
and that he never had considered that 
vessel in the least danger. He also 
stated, in response to an interrogation 
from Mr. Hayuer, that he had never, 
during the battle, engaged in any col- 
loquy with Lieutenant Hodgson, and 
that he had no: used the expression 
attributed to him by Hodgson. This 
refers to the alleged colloquy in which 
the admiral is charged with having 
said, "Damn 
the Texas." 
Admiral 


Schley also gave the details of the re- 
connaissance of May 31, when the 
Spanish ship Cristobal Colon wis 
bombarded. In this connection he de- 
nied the statements attributed to him 
by Commander Potts of the battleship 
Massachusetts. 


Admiral Schley thus far in his tes- 


timony has contradicted a number of 
the naval officers. 
He directly con- 


tradicted every officer, including the 
Brooklyn witnesses, wlio testified re- 
garding the Cienfuegos blockade; by- 
innuendo he accused Rear Admiral 
Evans and 
Lieutenant Commander 


Raymond P. Rogers, and he virtually 
accused the navy department of not 
giving- him proper information. He 
blamed Sampson for not sending him 
news of McCalla's arrangements with 
the insurgents at Cienfuegos. He very 
positively denied Rear Admiral Cot- 
ton's statement that Cotton delivered 
him a dispatch on May 27: be denied 
point blank Captain Sigsbee's testi- 
mony that 
Sigsbee 
did not 
tell 


him the Spaniards wore not at Cien- 
fuegos; he contradicted Captain Mc- 
Calla about what McCalla told him 
regarding coaling places, and said fur- 
ther that MeCalia did not tell the 
whole truth; lie not only contradicted 
Lieutenant Hood of the Hawk, but he 
direc-Jy accused that officer of at least 
indiscretion, and he denied what Lieu- 
tenant Wood of the Bupont said about 
a conversation between himself and 
that officer. 


Famous BattlR Reviewed. 


Reviewing the famous battle, Ad- 


miral Schley said in part; "The first 
gun, I think, was fired by Lieutenant 
Simpson, almost directly 
over the 


forecastle of the ship. I saw the lead- 
ing ship, -which apparently had start- 
ed with the intention of ramming, 
take a turn ahead to the westward, 
leaving a gap between her and the 


ter ahead and astern and over --;:,! 
short. The t-oar of projectiles was ou;- 
of the things that can be heard only 
once in a litetirr.e. and then never tor- 
gotten.

When the last 
of the Spanish vessels, the Colon, had 
been beached, the cruiser New York 
came up, Schley having made signals 
to her that it was a glorious day for 
the country. He then boarded the 
flagship and paid his respecis.

solicitude of the American officers and 
men for the raptured and 
injured 


Spaniards.
